WASHINGTON,— (/P) —Relief — for 


the treasury and for the unemployed 
—again Tuesday topped the legislative 
heap. 
..Meanwhile, senatorial approval was 
given two presidential nominees for 
the tariff commission after an execu- 
tive session, a rare occurrence. 


i As a sidelight on the senate wing 
of the capital, committees delved into 
the question of prohibition, witnesses 
speaking for and against the Bingham 
four per cent beer bill and the pro- 
posal by Senator Howell (R. Neb.), to 
make liquor search warrants more 
readily obtainable in the district of 
Columbia. 


Democratic spokesmen in the senate 


argued for their substitution for the 
LaFolletto-Costigan bill for $375,000,- 
000 in direct federal relief for the un- 
employed. The democratic bill calls 
for $750,000,000 to be apportioned to 
the states half for relief and half for 
road construction. /

American Federation of Labor and af- 
filiated' organizations carried an ap- 
peal for the La Follette-Costigan bill 
to Vice President Curtis and Speaker

A weary and harrassed house com- 


mittee heard the unpleasant news that 
the tax measure it is framing must 
yield an additional $455,000,000 to bal- 
ance the lopsided budget by the end 
of the 1933 fiscal year. 


The treasury told the house ways 


and means committee some time ago 
that $920,000,000 was the sum needed 
to put the government's finances in 
order but later this was revised to 
$786,000,000. 
, Through weeks of hearings the corn- 
mi Ucemen have had the latter figure 
In mind, but Tuesday Ogden L. Mills 
brought them further and gloomier 
information on the tax situation. 


He gave it to the committee as it 


met behind closed doors to draft the 
bill, explaining it) was based on "Jan- 
uary lows and January lows are lower 
than we expected them to be." . 
' From the committee immediately 
came word that the added $450,000,- 
000 would be hard to find, 
" Meantime, other developments ut 
1,he capitol brought to mind the shift 
in personnel of the men who have 
been directing the nation's fiscal pol- 
icy. 


Mills has been named secretary of 


the treasury, succeeding Andrew W. 
Mellon, who becomes ambassador to 
Great Britain. 


The senate finance committee Tues- 


day approved the Mills nomination 
witrout dissent, at the same limp act- 
ing favorably on the choice of Arthur 
y\. Ballantinc to succeed him. 


Confirmation went over until Wed- 


nesday, however, on the request of 
Senator Morris, republican, Nebraska, 
but there was little doubt that the 
senate would give its blessing to both. 


The day also saw Mellon attend his 


last cabinet meeting. He has been a 
familiar figure ot them for an eleven 
year period and has talked govern- 
ment problems over with three presi- 
dents—Harding, Coolidge and Hoover.

Aged Indian Will 


Regain $50(1,000 


Jackson Barnett to Recov- 
er Money He Was In- 


duced to Give Away 


NEW YORK^Tackson Barnett, 81 


year-old full-blooded Creek Indian, 
can now, spend his remaining years in 
peace and security in his Oklahoma 
home with thex successful completion 
Tuesday of a legal battle in which the 
old warrior for nearly 10 years had 
fought to regain possession of over half 
a million dollars which he was induced 
to give away in 1922. 


Judge Alfred C. Coxe has affixed 


his signature to a final decree direct- 
ing the Chase National bank, as the 
successor to the Equitable Trust Com- 
pany, to pay over'to the Secretary of 
the Interior, through United State's 
Attorney George Z. Medalie, the sum 
of $696,050, which v Barnett calls his 
"e'atin1 money."

The loser is the American Baptist 


Horfie* Mission Society, with headquar- 
ters in,- New. York city.'.The story'of 
the circumstances under which the 
society came into possession of the 
money is one which first was made 
public in 1927, during 
the trial .of 


Barnett's action before Judge John 
C. Knox and which led the court to 
declare that Barnett was "the shuttle- 
dore in a game of battlecock, in which 
the stakes were high." 


Barnett, who has been declared men^ 


tally incompetent by the courts, be- 
came wealthy through the discovery 
of oil on the 160 acres of land "allotted 
to him in the general division of tribal 
lands. His wealth, which originally 
aggregated $1,100.000, attracted the at- 
tention of numerous persons. 
.'.' 


One of these, described as an ad- 


venturess, induced the old Indian to 
run away with her to Kansas, where 
she .married him. She led him a, mer- 
ry chase and openly boasted while he 
was taking an airing in his expensive 
automobile that he was also going to 
be aired out of some of his money. 


In December, 1922, he was persuaded 


to put his thumb mark on a docu- 
ment whereby he gave away his en- 
tire estate of $1,100,000 invested in 
Liberty bonds and in the keeping of 
the Secretary of the Interior Albert 
B. Fall. Half of this amount, $550,000 
was given to his wife, and is now in 
litigation in the courts of the District 
of Columbia. 


The other half was gven to the Bap- 


tist Home Mission 
Society, which 


placed it in trust with the Equitable 
Trust company. The gifts were con- 
summated in February, 1923, with the 
approval of the interior secretary. In 
1925, Barnett, somewhat disillusioned, 
instituted suit through a friend to re- 
cover his money. The government in- 
tervened on behalf of the Indian. The 
money is being returned to the Sec- 
retary of the Interior to be held for 
Barnett as a ward of the government.

Defense Pleads Accident 


in Case of H. C. Price 


of Geneva 


GENEVA, Ala.—(/P)—Death of H. C. 


'Price's grandfather late Tuesday caus- 
ed a recess in his trial on charges of 
murdering his wife last Novemoer, 
so relatives might attend the funeral. 
Court will reconvene at the usual 
time Wednesday. It will take.approx- 
imately two days to complete the 
case. 


The defense attorneys indicated they 


will seek to prove Price's story that 
Mrs. Price was killed as the auto acci- 
dentally plunged over an embank- 
ment, and that she was not slain and 
the car purposely ran off the road. 


William Wells, defense witness, tes- 


tified that the axle the state contends 
Price used to beat his wife to death, 
was missing after the accident. He 
said he did not see it again until it 
was fished out of the creek where 
Wallace Bowen, .Price's companion, 
said it was thrown. 


The state established that two roads 


lead from Hartford to the Billy Wells 
place, to which the Prices were driv- 
ing. 
One of these was described as 


good, and only five miles from Hart- 
ford to the Wells home. 


The other, on which Mrs. Price met 


her death, was described as 'very bad 
and seldom traveled," and one-half 
milfe from town to Wells'home. 


Another state witness said tracks 


made by the rear wheel of the Price 
car indicated that is was "traveling 
in low gear, with the engine running 
full speed." 


Mrs. Kate Windsor, a telephone op- 


erator at Dothan, Ala., testified that 
she was present at meetings between 
Price and Mrs. Method Watford, Doth- 
an widow, and witnessed "demonstra- 
tions of affection. 


Testimony also was intriduced to 


show that Price was made the bene- 
ficiary of a $3,000 double-indemnity 
life insurance policy issued 
to his

Aged Father 


NORRISTOWN, Pa.-(#)-Rose and 


Eddie Allen and their aged father, 
Horace, Sunday planned to forget the 
bitternses which ended Saturday night 
when a jury said "not guilty" to Ed- 
die. 


Eighteen-year-old Rose, who testi- 


fied for the prosecution at the trial 
of her brother-for shooting the man 
she loved, Francis A. Donaldson in, 
said she - would return to • the . home 
she -left last November "to begin all 
over again.*' ;. 


Eddie, who is 23, was free after three 


months in prison, the ordeal of a 
week-long murder trial and the tor- 
ture of telling to a crowded court- 
room A tale of the tragedy which ne- 
cessitated references to his sister's al- 
leged indiscretions with Donaldson. 


"It's good to have all that over 


with," he said. "Rose arid I have 
'talked things over and we are going 
t otry to forget it alL We will never 
mention all this to each other as long 
as we live. I've always loved Rose 
and I always will." 


Horace Allen, the father, who looks 


20 years older than the 58 he is, for- 
got his financial reverses and his en- 
feeblement in the joy, of a reunion 
With his children and the memory of 
a cheering throng's tribute to his boy 
after the verdict Saturday night. 


"I wish to thank, with all my heart, 


the many, many persons, known and 
unknown, from all sections of the 
country, who have sent us words fo 
kindness, sympathy and encourage- 
ment through all these trying days," 
he declared, "I have received so many 
letters that it is impossible for me to 
answer all individually, but I would 
like them to know how deeply I ap- 
preciate their thought and kindness." 


Sunday Eddie drove back to the jail 


and collected his belongings. He had 
no time for anything like that Satur- 
day night, when policemen had to 
clear a way for him through a wide- 
ly yelling crowd which shouted "Atta 
boy, Eddie," "Ray for you, Eddie," 
set off fireprackei-s, blew automobile 
horns and shrieked itself hoarse. 


It was the greatest demonstration 


this county seat has seen since the 
World war armistice. The acquittal 
had been forecast after Eddie told his 
story Friday. That day the court- 
room audience hissed and booed Pros- 
ecutor Stewart Kase and broke into 
handclapping at statements made by 
Allen. 


Francis A. Donaldson Jr., father of 


the dead youth, denounced the ver- 
dict of acquittal. 


"The law,' as I see it," he said, 


"which is supposed to be for the pro- 
tection of all has not been upheld. 
The trial and its result have been a 
great shock t ome, but I think that the 
freedom given to the overbearing con- 
duct of Mr. (William T) Conno% de- 
fense counsel, during the trial, and the 
over emphasis placed by the trial 
judge upon the self-defense theory 
could not have resulted otherwise 
than in the verdict returned by the 
Jury. 


"I still have, and my son's friends 


have, unswerving loyalty in the mem- 
ory of a gentleman unafraid, killed on 
a mission of peace, and from that I 
connot be swerved by prejudiced opin- 
ion an4 » verdict caused by emotion."

Fishing Schooner 
Rammed; 21 Drown 


Sea Disaster Off Cape Sa- 
, ble Reported by Belgian 


Liner's Skipper 


NEW YORK.—Tears coursing down 


his weather-beaten cheeks, Capt. J. 
M. Lavlgne of the Belgian liner "Jean 
Jadot," Sunday told a tragic tale Of 
the sinking of the fishing schooner 
"Eleanor Nickerson," the death of 21 
of her crew, and the rescue of six oth- 
ers, 60 miles off Cape Sable early Fri- 
day morning. 


During a raging storm, just at day- 


break, the Jean Jado, a freglht-pas- 
senger vessel of 7,000 tons, rammed 
and sank the Eleanor Nickerson, 110 
feet long, and equipped with an aux- 
iliary motor. 


"We were blinded by the storm," ex- 


plained Captain' Lavlgne. 
"Ten feet 


more and we would have cleared the 
schooner. I tried In every way to 
avoid the collision, but we were too 
close."'

I 
realized the only way out was'gelling 
overboard, and I slashed the ropes 
holding the dories. 


"Five others joined me in.one of the lna( tne D 
dories.

There Was no time for'them to get 
out. In a few seronds the schooner 
went down. 


Meantime, with a gale raging and 


pelting hail blinding us, we noticed 
the Jadot swing alee, tossing about in 
the stormy sea. At length we were 
able to get within reach of a Jacob's 
ladder swung out to us, and we 
scrambled aboard the liner.

ture, wheH a nearby market hat b*t- 
ter thltl you can grow at a cheap 
prlrt. Try that high quality-l«ttUc* 
Which seldom appears in market, the 
COB lettuce, for your specialty. It is 
equal ih quality to the best head let- 
tuce, grows easily and stands heat bit- 
ter than the usual leaf lettuce or 
head lettuce.

Try some special brand of tomato 


that you like. Grow salad plants that 
are expensive In the market and not 
readily supplied. Have a row of sweet 
herbs such as sweet marjoram, the 
"melron" of German cooks so highly 
esteemed as a fluvbrlng for the Muff' 
ing of /ducks and geese, and so hard to 
find in the marjttt Ch>owta plant or 
two oFsage for the reat sage flavor. 


Grow/a better brand of peas than 


the market offers. Do the sarneiln 
sweet corn. It -may be unwise to usfl 
any-space on a small plot growing 
onions for storage. Grow young on- 
ions nistead. 


Provide yourself in, your own gar- 


den with those vegetables'which are 
usually expensive and none too plenti- 
ful. 
The lima* bean,is 'one;of these. 


It is an easily grown home vegetable 
if you learn Its needs. The early 
spring space maylwell, be devoted'to 
some of the newer high grade spin- 
achs which do not find,their way tc 
market. 


Decide what vegetables you must 


like and most want and; grow them. 
Don't devote time arid Space to bulky 
vegetables that you can get at a much 
cheaper price than you carl grow them 
unless you have space arid time for 
which there is no better market. For 
the home garden is always a market 
where time .and land can be exchang- 
ed for food.

Of, course he was proud to have the 
aiStihgnlsneU artist • Thomas -c«>i»- 
lorough paint him, but as his father 
t-as a man of wealth" and taste he 
ook it as a matter of {act. That he— 
or ratHe^ his likeness-^-was one day to 
cost an American magnate more than 
lalf a million dollars would have 
seemed as fantastic as that he himself 
would be knpwn' to fame, not as John- 
athan Buttai; but as The Blue Boy. 


Jolmatha'n's father was a rich iron 


monger of Greek and King Street, 
Soho. Among his friends was the art- 
st Gainsborough who- had spent his 
youth' at Ipswich, 'wh^re the Buttals 
lad much property. The 4uiet, studi- 
ous boy was accustomed to meet peo- 
ple of the art and literary world In 
lis home. When Thomas Gainsbor- 
ough asked him to wear a blue satin 
Van Dy* costume, he was,probably 
too much of a regular *boy to bother 
about the reason. After all, English 
artists of the late eighteenth century 
were given to painting their subjects 
in picturesque effects. 
But the Blue Boy was blue in mere 
than costume. It was Gainsborough's 
answer to Sir Joshua Reynolds' as- 
sertion ttaji light in a painting should 
te.wartn yellgw or red and that the 
use'of bl«ei could not produce a fi»e 
picture. Gainsborough's reply in pam- 
is of course PUS Pf the worlds great 
masterpieces. And he dW not have to 
wait until 'h» was dead to have hw 
work appreciated, though his por- 
traits rarely brought him over one 
hundred pounds. Five hundred dol- 
lars—and Henry Huntington is reput- 
ed to have paid $850,000 for,The Blue 
Boy! 
The portrait has a meaning other 


than Us artistic principle. It reveals 
that Gainsborough's best work was 
produced when he was inspred by cer, 
tain qauities in the 'sitter. Beauty 
and gentility and dignity of charac- 
ter aroused all the poetry and sym- 
pathy of the artists'* nature. He nev- 
er spouted theories like Reynolds nor 
did he try to tell a story. He merely 
jainted what he saw, which is a fine 


compliment to Master Buttal, who is 
-evealed as a well-bred young gen- 
leman. The nicely modeled head, 
drawn wv<h (precision, glows with 
color. The face is impressive because 
of its refinement and pure boyishness 
of expression. The

mouth, the straight nose and fine 
eyebrows, the natural grace, of. poise 
tell their own story.

Whan JohnathanV father dlod thl 


son succeeded ot his business. Ant 
the Gainsborough portrait remainet 
in his possession until 1789. Although 
he conducted the big interests of his 
dead father until 1796, for some reason 
or other he sold most of his persona' 
effects at auction. It was in 1789 tha 
George, Prince of Wales, obtained pos- 
session of The Blue Boy, which even 
tually passed through different hand 
to the Duke of Westminister, from 
whom it was purchased for Mr. Hunt- 
ington. When Johnathan's things were 
auctioned off there were a number of 
Gainsborough's sketches among the 
books, paintings and musical instru- 
ments that went on the block. And 
one item that takes our breath away 
was sixty dozen bottles of choice, old, 
red port. 


He and Gainsborough had many 


tastes in common, for the artist was 
musical and he loved books and cul- 
ture. Gainsborough was born in Sud- 
bury, Suffolk, in 1727. His lather was 
a well-to-do crape maker and import- 
er of this funeral material. His moth- 
er was a fine painter of flowers. His 
brother Johnathan, was a genius of 
sorts who as a youth invented an air- 
ship. Gainsborough loved the coun- 
try and his landscapes are the pictures 
he loved best to paint. Portraits, how- 
ever, were his bread and butttcr, and 
to this we owe The Blue Boy. 


Johnathan Buttal—The Blue Boy- 


was not of noble blood as were so 
many of Gainsborough's subjects. But 
when he died something fine that be- 
speaks a real nobility was expressed 
in a brief notice in the London Morn- 
ing Herald of December 2, 1805: 


"Died on Friday last at his home 


in Oxford St. Johnathan Buttal Esq. 
a gentleman whose amiable manner 
and good disposition will cause him 
to be ever regretted by his friends."

New Cigarette Tax 
Stamp Next Month 


Sew Stamps Cannot Be 


Taken From Wrapper 


of Package 


LITTLE ROCK.—(#)-A new stick- 
Ight tax stamp designed to end a tax 
qyftgion racket will go on packages of 
Cigarettes in Arkansas after March 1. 


Other states have been faced with 


the same problem. 
• 


The new tax stamp cannot bo, re- 


moved from the package wrapper* 
thus obviating the necessity of sand- 
papering the wrapper to make the 
stamp hold, or of slitting it to affix 
the stamp to the package itself. 


Because the stamps in the past could 


be removed easily, the states have lost 
much revnue through unscrupulous 
dealers re-using the stamps. 


Revenue collectors of other states 


have informed! David A. Gates, com- 
missioner of revenue for Arkansas 
.that evasions through this method are 
costing on the average 18 per cent of 
the collectable revenues. 


, On this basis, the new stamps wll 
bring in an additional $180,000 a year 
'but Mr. Gates says this estimate is too 
high for Arkansas. 


Re-use of the present tax stamp 


has become a "racket," Earl R. Wise 
man, deputy commissioner in charg 
of cigarette tax collections, believes. 


"Hotel bell hops over the state have 


been picking up the cigarette pack- 
age wrappers and 
removing the 


stamps,"' Mr. Wiseman said his in- 
spectors have reported. "These are 
wdrth five cents to the dealer, and we 
find the bell hops and others who 
have been making" "good money" at 
this game, have benn selling the used 
stamps to unscrupulous 'dealers for as 
low as two cents each." 


Mr. Wiseman declined to attempt an 


estimate of the loss of revenue through 
the re-use of stamps. 


In January, 1931, the department col. 


lected $65,226.10 on cigars and cigar- 
ettes, with the tax rate four cents a 
package of 20 cigarettes. In January 
of this year, the collection of the fiva- 
cent tax on a package of 20 cigaretttes 
reached $68,128.89. 


If the revenue this year was figured 


On 6 basis of four cents, the amount 
collected would have been consider- 
ably less, though an actual compila- 
tion is difficult as the revenue from 
the cigar tax, the rate of which has 
Hot been changed, enters into the 
matter. 
1 On a basis of $2 per thousand, or 
four cents a package of 20, the state 
collected in 1928-29, $1,093,417, and in 
1929-30 the revenue amounted to $1,-

Wild Horse Herd 


FountHhi Island 


State Veterinary Depart- 


ment Report Approxi- 


mately 1,500 Head 


LITTLE ROCK.-(/P)-A herd of ap* 
proxlmtely 1,500 wild horses-believed 
the largest In the southwest—has been 
found on ah island of the Mississippi 
river by inspectors of the state veter- 
inary department. The area 
la in 


Chlcot county, near the Louisiana 
line. 


This is the second herd found In 


Arkansas within a year, the other 
having been discovered 
in Nevada 


county. 


Dr. J. H. Bux, state veterinarian, 


said efforts wll be made to dip the 
horses. Tick eradication work will bo 
made easier, he said, because much of 
the area Inhabited by the herd is cov- 
ered with water. This 
forces 
the 


horses to higher ground, where they 
can be run through vats. 


Sixty miles of fences are being Con- 


structed on the Arkansas-Louisiana 
line to keep out cattle from the tick- 
infested areas of Louisiana. A few 
counties on th ellne will soon be tick 
free, Dr. Bux said, thus freeing the 
entire state of the federal cattle quar- 
antine.
